People In All Time* Have Suffered From 


Thlfl Disease. 


Of course every one thinks he knows 


what measles is and yet very few really 
know more about tho ailment than the 
fact that it is a contagions disease, char- 
acterized by sore eyes, sore nose, soie? 
throat and an eruption of the skin, 


The disease is one of great antiqnity, 


elating as far back as A. D. 900. At 
that time, however, it was confounded 
with smallpox and scarlet fever. By 
many ohservers smallpox and measles 
were always regarded as one and the 
same disease, differing only in degree. 
This misinformation was not dispelled 
until 1070, -when Sydenham, an Eng- 
lish physician, declared that they were 
distinct diseases. 


About the origin of measles little is 


known. At the present day the disease 
is found all over tho civilized world. It 
is not known in imcivilized countries. 
It has always been claimed that the dis- 
ease was duo to a specific poison, but 
the nature of it was not known. Quite 
recently, however, a European bacteri- 
ologist named Czajikowski reported that 
ho had found a micro organism in the 
blood of a person suffering from mea- 
sles, which he believed to be tho eanso 
of tho disease. Measles is unlike some 
other contagious diseases, in that it is 
no respecter of persons or places. It af- 
fects all sorts and conditions of people. 
What better illustration of this is need- 
ed than tho present case in tlie first 
household of tho Iniid? The disease is 
one of the most highly contagious ail- 
ments known. It is far more contagious 
than smallpox, but tho poison of men- 
ales contains much less vitality than 
that of the latter. The poison of measles 
exits in the breath, tho blood, tho tears 
and iu the secretions from the noss'und 
throat. 


Although the 
diseases is usnallj 


classed as oho of childhood, ndults 
sometimes suffer from it. Tho adult 
cases are usually the more severe. In- 
fants under 0 mouths aro generally con- 
sidered exempt from the disease, al- 
though there are exceptions to tho nale. 
Mensles is generally locked upon na a 
necessary evil of childhood and cue that- 
deserves but little attention. In a sim- 
ple case that may bo all well enough, 
but there are usually other contingen- 
cies, and some of these should be guard- 
ed against. 
In almost every case the 


eyes become iuflaiuecl and call for at 
tentioii. There is usually a bronchitis, 
which, if left nucarod for, may be fol- 
lowed by pDOumouia and fntal termina- 
tion.—San Francisco Chronicle.

nation of ;Bryan for President. It i 
openly charged by some of the dele- 
gates that Ringmaster Hauna has 
bribed some of the loading members o 
the party to oppose Bryan, and one o 
the delegates, at a "middle-of-the-road1 
caucui, charged that it was not a Pop- 
ulist bat a Republican meeting. 


AH baa been repeatedly pointed out 


the gold men are availing themselves 
of the opportunity to create dissen- 
sions in the ranks of the Silver men by 
the liberal expenditure of money. Load 
talkers, bribed for the occasion, are op 
posing the indorsement of Bryan. 
While claiming to be independent, they 
argue that the party must not be 
merged with the silver Democrats and 
silver Republicans. This is equivalent 
to a declaration that they will aid in 
the election of McKinley to the extent 
of getting as many votes as possible 
from Bryan by nominating a straight- 
out Populist candidate for the Presi- 
dency. That is what the Republicans 
want and what they are paying trait- 
ors to endeavor to accomplish. Many 
members of the party, who are not in 
with the Republicans, advocate a 
straightont ticket. These, with Han- 
na's hirelings, make much noise, and 
may succeed in preventing the endorse- 
ment of Bryan, in which event the 
electoral vote of a few States, which 
would be safe for Bryan if he should 
he indorsed, might bo endangered. 


If wise oounael prevails to-day, and 


a third ticket is not put in the field, 
the money of "aggregated capital and 
combined greed," will not 
prevail 


against the votes of twelve millions of 
freemen. 


ST. Louis, July 22.—The delegates to 


the National Silver Organization were 
late in assembling at Grand Music Hall 
and there were not enough spectators 
to fill the galleries when J. J. Mott, 
Chairman of the National Committee 
called the convention to order. It was 
long after 12 o'clock when he stepped 
to the platform and rapped for order. 
The hall had been attractively draped 
with flags and banting. 
When Chair- 


man Mott came forward to call tbo 
convention to order the delegates for a 
moment ceased to use their 
fans, 


roused from the torpor caused by the 
terrible heat, and indulged in some en- 
thusiastic cheering. 
A prayer was 


offered, after which Miss Lillian B. 
Pierce of the city read the Declaration 
of Independence, causing another out- 
burst of applause. 


Chairman Mott called the oonveii 


tion to order at 12:30. 
Congressman 


Newlands of Nevada was introduced as 
temporary Chairman and addressed 
the convention, being received with 
much enthusiasm. Referring to Bryan 
he said: "We must accept the brilliant 
leader of Democracy and march with 
him to victory." [Loud cheers.] 


When temporary Chairman New- 


lands finished speaking the roll was 
called by States to get the names of 
the Committee on Credentials, 
Tho 


following were sent as a Silver Com- 
mittee to confer with the Populists: 
George W. Baker of California, Chair- 


man; 
Judge Scott of Nebraska, W, T. 


Foster of Missouri, Wm. P. St. John of 
New York, B- F. Keith of North Caro- 
lina. 
The Silver Convention then ad- 


journed until 4:30 this evening. 


At 4:40 the convention was called to 


order by temporary Chairman

lands. The Committee on Credentials 
reported and the Committee on Per- 
manent Organization also submitted a 
report, which was approved.

Perfected— 


Butler Mateea n Speech 


ST. Louis, July 22.—Tbe day for the 


opening at the two National Conven- 
tions broke clear and bright, in strik- 
ing contrast with the dark, gloomy, 
dripping skies of the past two days. 
The crowds in the corridors of the 
hotels where the headquarters are 
located were noisy, bat there was a 
striking absence of brass bands. 


Bryan and the middle-of-the-road 


factions both claimed a victory. The 
first test of sti engtb was eagerly looked 
Coward to. 


In the same hall in which the Re- 


publican National Convention was held 
the Populists were called to ordei at 
12:40 by Chairman Taubeneok. Among 
those on the platform with Taubeneok 
were 
Senators 
Peffier 
and Allen, 


Ignatius Donelly, "Cyclone" Davis, 
General Weaver and Governor Stone, 


Chairman 
Taubeneok introduced 


Governor W. J. Stone of Missouri, who 
delivered an address of welcome, to 
which Ignatius Donnelly responded. 


As the day was warm many dele- 


gates removed their coats and vests, 
many wearing neither collar nor cravat. 


Senator Butler of North Carolina, 


the temporary Chairman, wa^s then in- 
troduced and loudly cheered. 


In introducing Senator Butler Taube- 


neck said that he had beon selected by 
the National Committee without a dis- 
senting vote and added the belief that 
the convention would act with as great 
unanimity as had the committee in 
choosing the Chairman. 


At the suggestion of Commttteeman 


Washbnrn three cheers were given for 
the young Senator. 


" Wo are here." said the Senator, "be- 


cause there is nesd foi us to be here." 
He referred to the fact that two parties 
had held charge of the Government for 
twenty-flee yeaia. These parties had 
brought the couutiy to the verge of 
bankruptcy. The leaders of both bad 
been unfaithful to their trust, hence 
the need of the People's party. 


He referred to McKmley as the can- 


didate of " aggi cgated capital and com- 
bined greed." He declared that both 
old parties for years had kept tbe 
greatest issue in American politics in 
the background and had fought sham 
battles. No matter wheie victory lay 
Wall street and Lombard street von. 
Ju the meantime the Populist party, 
he said, organized to bring real relief 
to the people, had grown steadily and 
victories against greed had been won. 


He described the various campaigns 


through which the party had passed in 
various States, the hardships endured 
and the flings and ridicule to which 
they had been subjected. But they 
had at last torn, the mask from the old 
parties, 
The Republican party had 


been forced to align itself with the 
money kings of. Wall street und Europe. 
The Democratic party was driven to 
the alternative to sign with gold or the 
people. They were BO fraught that in 
their desperation they finally com- 
mitted grand and petty larceny. " They 
stole our platform and tried to steal 
into our party." 


This statement set the convention 


wild. 


" Why did they not steal our trans- 


portation plank ?" shouted a Califor- 
nia delegate. 


" Ah," replied Butler, " the old Dem- 


ocratic habit got them there; they 
straddled that question." 


" Whoopee," cried a thousand voices 
If tbe People's party should aban- 


don its organization, aaid Butler, tbe 
Democratic party at the next National 
Convention, would repudiate the plat- 
form adopted at Chicago, and Bryan 
would not have any more chance of 
being nominated than Thomas Jeffer- 
son would if he wero alive to-day. The 
financial question had been as much 
the i|Bue sinoh 1872 as it waa to-day. 


"Bat it remained for the People's 


party to force this issue to the /rout. 
Bight here," he said, " comes our re- 
sponsibility, the greatest responsibil- 
ity that ever fell to any party. Snap 
we save the party, or allow it to go 
down in defeat f Shall it be said that 
this great band of patriots who have 
broken all party ties, have allowed 
themselves to be controlled more by 
prejudice than by patriotism ? If this 
convention," he shouted passionately, 
" does not follow Its own teachings, it 
is unworthy to represent the people.'' 


" Hurrah for Bryan" cried an Ala- 


bama delegate. " Put him out," yelled 
several Texas delegates. " What shall 
we do f" was asked by Butler. 


"Nominate Bryan," replied some 


Alabama delegate. 


"Shut up; pnt him oat," shouted 


several hundred voices. 


"la he a Democrat?" called out some- 


one. 


"Yes; not" weee, intermingled cries. 
Butler, waving hie arms appealingly, 


to secure quiet, said: '"Whom tbe 
gods wish to destroy they first make 
mad.' Every time yen interrupt njs 
yon endanger yourselves, This cqp- 
vention has not been crashed by either 
of the parties, and will not be stamped 
oat, 


"Oar duty is to approve what fa 


right and condemn what la wrong, I 
am telling; you what you will find 
when you gat borne. 
I have been 


dowa among the costless farmers of 
my State, and I know what I lay to 


trae. I tell you they expect us to rise 
to the level of patriotism and travel 
the path of conscience. Jt ia the duty 
of all Populists to stand by what they 
taught in the past." 


He believed that the convention was 


going to do what was wisest, and add- 
ed: 
"We shall stand together; go 


away united; strip our coats for the 
fray, and be prepared for any emerg- 
ency, however great. 


"Remember that you are the Peo- 


ple's party men. Remember that you 
have accomplished more in four years 
than the old parties. Do your duty 
now, you will very soon be the party of 
the majority." 


Butler closed amid tremendous ap- 


plause. The States were called for 
members of the Committee on Creden- 
tials. After the call the convention at 
2:10 took a recess until 8 to-night.

poser of music? It is the easiest tiling 
in tho world. 


Yoa may not know one note irom )«i 


other, bat that doesn't matter. A few 
cloys ago n representative of The'Exam- 
iner \ient to visit n lock! nwsician of re- 
pute. Before tho musician stood a su- 
pc-rb ycutig womiui. She was whistling, 
I-Icr ripe, reel lips hnd on them.a mow 
tempting pucker. She •whistled a few 
notes uncl f:i c-pped. Then tho rnt 
Viiio was armed with a slieet- of music 
Fcoro paper and u lead pencil, made hier- 
oglyphics ou (be lines mid spaces en the 
sheet. This was repented several times. 


"There," Fiiid the girl, "that ia all.' 
A sardonic smile glittered for an in* 


:-:!ant on tlio musician's face and was 
f.r.iit:. He stepped to a piano uiid played 
ilio Tuelody as it had been whistled to 
him, 
nt tho saino time improvising an 


iiRconipanimcut. 


'' Well ?'' said the girl interrogatively. 
She had not the faintest idea of har- 


mony or counterpoint. She cotild nol 
sing. 


"I must change it some," said the 


musician. 


"Oh, yes, I expected that," said she. 


"I furnish the musical idea and you do 
tho back work.' 


Once more there was a glimmer oJ 


fun in tho musician's eyes. He request- 
ed tlio girl to call again in a few clays. 
"I will have ono of oitr poets write 
words for it," said he, "and when you 
come again you can seo how you like it. 
Yon will sco how they go together." 


"Of course my name will go on tho 


sheet when it is published?" 


' 'Certainly. Do you want to be known 


us tho authsr of tho words?" 


Tho girl blushed rather painfully. 


Tho heightened color made her look 
rather more superb. She was a tall, 
•willowy brunette, with glowing black 
eyes and a rich olive complexion, on 
which her blush played prettily. Her 
attire was fashionable and the fit was 
perfect. Altogether she was what Tito 
Barnacle would have called "a well 
groomed young woman." Her ears anc 
lianda wore small and aristocratic. Her 
manner, uow that she had stopped puck- 
ering her lips to whistle, was a little 
haughty. Evidently she had not previ- 
ously thought nbout tho words of the 
song. The Mephistophelean suggestion 
of the musician was tempting. His bait 
was literary as well as musical distinc- 
tion. She took it all, musical and liter^ 
r.ry, bait, hook and line, with a little 
gasp. It has been said that "it is just 
as well to b3 hung for a sheep as for a 
lunib," and she adopted that view with 
little hesitation. When tho music shtel 
comes out, with a sentimental title, 
this rosy brunette will be heralded as 
both musician and poetess. 


This is not an uncommon occurrence 


in Sail Francisco, so it was said by those 
who ought to know. A local inasio pn \>- 
lislior put out u list of about 500 
Francisco compositions last year, nnd, 
according to tho hei'.d of the lirru, very 
few appeared as they were oviglurillj 
conceived. What appeared to bo odr 
about tho episode iii'sfi mentioned was 
the perfection of the f:ir;ililios i'v,:>jit.!r.\ 
for taking down a musical composition. 
The musician wrote on his music sco: 
paper with the speed and ccituiiity of 
stenographer. In fact, bo was for the 
time a musical amanuensis. When tha 
girl had left him, he became tho pool 
composer in fact. 


Cfeorge W. Hetzel comes in contact 


with many people who have musical 
ideas without musical knowledge. He 
literally takes notes as taey reveal their 
ideas. Being a composer, he ia versed ia 
the knowledge necessary to make these 
ideas practicable. He is compelled to 
oast the tune for the range of voice for 
which It is best adapted. People whistle, 
sing, play the banjo and thump the 
piano at him. Then ho turns the idea 
into a musical composition. Hugo V. 
Schlam of the musical publishing firm 
of Broder & Schlam furnished some 
amusing facts. Mr Schlam says that 
only popular songs, which are in the 
range of ordinary singers, and dance 
tunes are composed on the plan here in- 
dicated. It is not difficult for any person 
with a musical idea togetasoiig, words 
and music, credited to him. When the 
composition is ready for publication ii 
has little resemblance to the idea of the 
reputed author. Very likely the origi- 
nator has a little story that he desires 
to have "worked «p" into a song, but 
the words are beyond him or her, and a 
paid poet has to do this work. Well to 
do people, in the financial sense, and 
often poorer people are willing to as- 
sume authorship with very little claim 
to it. Variety singers sometimes adopt 
thia method of gaining fame. 


An odd case was mentioned by Mr. 


Bohlarn. Au elderly bachelor resides in 
San Francisco, who, early in life, lost 
his childish sweetheart. She fell over a 
cliff into the ocean. Her body was never 
recovered. He was so shocked by tho 
occurrence which he witnessed, having 
just been playing with the little girl, 
that he has never married. His melan- 
choly has increased with the flight of 
years. Recently he caused a song-—based 
on this early experience, tho music and 
words of which were composed for him 
—to be published. His name is on the 
cover of the music sheet as composer. 


One explanation of such phenomena 


is that music is published very cheaply. 
The cost of 100 copies is only about $30 
if the cover of the music is plain. /There 
were 60,000 musical compositions turned 
out from American presses last year. 
Hardly more than a dozen songs were a 
popular success. This need not deter the 
musically ambitious, who can, if they 
find the proper place, become composers

General Harrison's paper on "This 


Country of Ours" in Ladies' Hczuo 
Journal treats of "The Pardoning Pow- 
er and Impeachment." Of the former 
he cites an incident in showing the op- j 
pressive responsibilities it places upon j 
the shoulders of a president He says: 
i 


"A reprieve is a temporary suspen- i 


sion of the execution of a sentence. ' 
This power is often used for thej par- i 
pose of giving the president time to ex- j 
amine an application for a pardon or , 
to enable the condemned to furnish fur- J 
ther evidence in support of such cu up- • 
plication. In tho summer of 1SS!) au 
application for a pardon in behalf of a | 
man condemned to death for murder 
was presented to me, and after a care- 
ful examination the application was 
denied. On tho day before the day fixed 
for the execution I arrived at Bar Har- 
bor on a visit to Mr. Elaine, and found 
that just before my arrival a telegram 
had come asking for a reprieve. The 
message had been telephoned to Mr. 
Elaine's house and received by Mrs. 
Elaine. Her sympathies and those of the 
whole household were at once enlisted 
for the poor fellow, and though the gib- 
bet was over twelve hundred miles away 
the shadow of it was over the house, 
and I was the hangman. A telegram to 
the United States marshal granting a 
short reprieve was sent, and the day of 
the execution was again my uncomfort- 
able secret. It is uot a pleasant thing to 
have the power of life and death. 


"No grayer or more oppressive re- 


sponsibility can be laid upon a public 
officer. 
The power to pardon includes 


the power to commute a sentence—that 
is, to reduce it. When the sentence is 
death, the president may commute it to 
imprisonment for life or for any fixed 
term, and when the sentence is impris- 
onment for life cr for n fixed term of 
years he may reduce the term of im- 
prisonment, and if a fine is imposed he 
may reduce tho amount or remit it"

WHERE NO CLOUD OBSCURES. 


On the Planet Mara the Weather Is Al- 


most Always Fine* 


Let us now remark that tho Martian 


meteorology is less complicated and 
more pleasant than that of the earth. 
There the weather is almost always 
fine, especially during summer. Very 
seldom ere there clouds even in winter. 
Generally \vheu we are unable to distin- 
guish through tho telescope tho details 
of tha geographical configuration upon 
tho planet the fault is in our own at- 
mosphero and not- in that of Mars. It is 
very rarely the case that when our at 
jpiosphcric conditions are good \ve are 
unable to see these details. During the 
last period of observation of Mars in 
1894, I, to speak for myself, encountered 
only 15 days (from Oct. 10 to 35) when 
tlio Er.rt'aco of the planet was veiled by 
its own atmosphere. Clouds are excess 
ively rare on tho surface of Mars, am 
perhaps exist st all only as fogs or ligh 
cirrus; they are not clouds of rain o 
storm. These veils are very infrequen 
there, while they are perpetual uponthi 
e:\rUi. Fra'aably there is not a singl 
day tii the year when the entire surfac 
of tho earth is uncovered so that it couli 
be satisfaotorily observed from space 
The tyo planets have two meteorolog 
ic.U systems that are absolutely anti 
thetical. 


Furthermore, in the rarefied atmos 


phc-re of Mars there can be no powerfu 
winds, like tho trade winds and the pre 
donmmnt atmospheric currents whicl 
rnlo tcrrestial climates. Occasionally 
however, observers have noted Ion 
streaks of snow which appear to hav 
been produced by currents in a tranqui 
atmosphere. Sohiaparelli, for instance 
observed such streaks ("trainees") in 
November and December, 1881, arouni 
the northern pole and extending a con 
siderable distance from it. But sue] 
things are exceptions. -The normal con 
ditipu upon.J&tar.fi .is., <5ae,wea.ther.—Ca
